WHITE 
PLAGUE IN MASSACHUSETTS 


It appears from the report of the commission appointed last year to 


investigate tho extent of the white plague in this commonwealth thai there 
are within the state 35,000 eases, or that one per cent, of our entire popu- 
lation is affected with the disease. This is a most serious state of affairs, 
if it be true. It is difficult to believe that one out of every one hundred 
people is suffering from some stage of the disease. 


The commission sounds a note of warning to the people of the state 


end especially to tho authorities of states and towns, pointing out the need 
of more hospital accommodations and more sanitariums for the treatment 
of tuberculosis cases and for tho promotion of preventive measures, which 
i'.re as yet hut imperfectly understood by a large proportion of the people. 


The 'commission finds that the state offers accommodation only for 


3000 patients, thus leaving the other 35,000 to be treated in their homes at 
their own expense if not provided for by tho cities in which they reside. 


The time has arrived when every oily will be required to provide the 


means of treating such cases in a proper manner in order if possible to 
effect cures. It will be necessary also for each city to devote special 
attention to preventive work in fighting this disease. 


Something, of course, has been done in the line of prevention in Lowell, 


but a great deal remains to bo done. Having no hospital for consumptives, 
it might be assumed that we should exercise greater vigilance in preventing 
the spread of the disease throughout tho community. 


This must he tho function of the board of health aided, as it will be, 


by societies interested in charitable nnd humane work. It will ho necessary 
to adopt every possible precaution against this discnsn whether of a 
Kflnitr.ry, hygienic or medical character, in order us far as possible to check 
its rnvagec.

LEGISLATION 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—The Dooks of 


the Jockey club, an orRanization which 
absolutely controls and sanctions horse 
racing throughout the United States, 
wore produced before the joint legisla- 
tive Investigating committee yesterday 
afternoon, and showed that In 1906, 
1807, 
and ISOS.the club expcnrie;] S320,- 


000 for legal expenses, advertising and 
maintaining a press bureau. This total 
was shown by entries from three ac- 
counts, numbered 1, 2 and 3.' 


According to the entries the. heavi- 


est expenditure came in.1907, the year 
preceding the passage of anti-betting 
bills. In that year by the entries the 
legal expenses of the Joc'.ccy club were 
?175,C20. The year previous they wvre 
$92,6-12, and in 1508, the year in which 
the Hughes legislation finally 
passed 


by one vote they were $52.500, paid 
out of a special fund. 


Frank K. Sturgis. treasurer of 
the 


Jockey club, testified 
that all these 


disbursements were at the personal di- 
rection of August Belmout. chairman 
of the Jockey club, and that 542,290 of 
the special fund was paid to K. P. 
Coyne, a lawyer recommended to the 
club by James W. Wadsworth, Jr., 
speaker of the assembly. 


The books of the Metropolitan Turf 
association, composed of 
makers, of 


books on the races, were not produced 
as had been directed, because John J. 
(•Ivans, treasurer of 
the association, 


said that none weru kept. He admit- 
ted in his testimony, however, that the 
association still has invested a fund of 
$120,000. 


"Of your own knowledge, you can't 


tell what services Mr. Coyne did

this $42,290?" was asked Sturgis. 


"No, I only know that Mr. Coyne was 


recommended by Mr. Wadsworth."

WHITE 
PLAGUE IN MASSACHUSETTS 


It appears from the report of tho commission appointed last year to 


investigate the extent of the white plague in this commonwealth that there 
are within the state 35,000 cases, or that one per cent, of our entire popu- 
lation is affected with the disease. This is a most serious state of affairs, 
it' it be true. It is difficult to believe that one out of every one hundred 
people is suffering from some stage of the disease. 


The commission sounds a note of warning to the people of the state 


and especially to the authorities of states and towns, pointing out the need 
of more hospital accommodations and more sanitariums for the treatment 
of tuberculosis cases and for the promotion of preventive measures, which 


ITO as yet but imperfectly understood by a large proportion of the people. 


The commission finds that tho state offers accommodation only for 


.'iOOO patients, thus leaving the other 35,000 to be treated in (heir homes nt 
their own expense if not provided for by the cities in which (hey reside. 


The time has arrived when every city will be required to provide the 


menus of treating such cases in a proper manner in order if possible to 
effect cures. It will be necessary also for each city to devote special 
attention to preventive work in fighting-this disease. 


Something, of course, hns been done in the line of prevention in Lowell, 


l.ut a great deal remains to bt; done. Having no hospital for consumptives, 
it ni'iglit 'oe assumed thai we should exercise greater vigilance in preventing 
the spread of the disease throughout tho community. 


This must bo the function of the board of health aided, HB it will be, 


hy societies interested in charitable and humnnc work. It. will be nccossnry 


10 ndopl every possible precaution ngatnst this disease whether o£ a 
tntiilnry, hygienic, or medicnl character, in order as far as possible to check 
its ravages. 


fl CANADIAN NAVY 


Government Triumphs 


on Naval Policy. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 3.—Th^. tri- 


umph of'the government yesterday 
over tho opposition in the house of 
commons on the naval pjiioy and the 
overwhelming defeat of resolutions de- 
claring that there should be an appeal 
to the people before the creation of the 
Canadian navy means that contracts 
for the construction of Canadian /war 
vessels will be lei shortly. : The con- 
tract will call for the construction of 
four cruisers of the improved Bristol 
class and six torpedo boat destroyers 
of the improved River class. They are 
all to be built in Canada, arid as there 
are no yards at present In the Domin- 
ion capable of doing the work, negotia- 
tions are In progress with several firms 
of British shipbuilders for the estab- 
lishment of such yards. There Is keen 
competition between six British firms, 
as the contract for all the vessels .will 
be placed with one firm and it means 
the establishment of. that firm in Can- 
ada, where the demand for both war 
and commercial shipping Js bound 
to 


grow: * 


The Canadian government- will -aid 


in the establishment of the new ship- 
building industry in-two .ways. It is 
prepared 
to 
allow 
the 'British firm 


which gets the contract for the con- 
struction of these first ten vessels a 
considerably higher price than is paid 
in British yards. It will also subsidize 
the plant and dock under a 
staltute 


providing aid for dry docks. 


It Is calculated that It will be three 


years before the first vessel Is com- 
pleted. The last will be in the water 
at the end of six years. 


The vessels will be designed by Brit- 


ish authorities. Both the cruisers and 
the destroyers, it 
is understood, will 


xise oil exclusively for fuel. 


It is estimated that the completion 


of the present naval program will in- 
volve an expenditure of $10,000,000. A 
naval college, to train 
young Cana- 


dians for service as officers of the fleet, 
will be opened at Halifax early In Jan- 
uary, with a class of DO. Men are now 
being enlisted for training as 
naval 


s?amen and are being placed on the 
cruiser Niobe at Halifax and tht Rain- 
bow at Victoria, B. C. The estimates, 
which were yesterday tabled In parlia- 
ment, contain an item of $3,000,000 for 
the first year's operations in the devel- 
opment of th'e navy.

Rev. Smith Baker, D. D., was called 


upon and spoke, interestingly of 
the 


history of the Eliot church. In part he 
said: 


"The record of the Eliot church has 


been marked for its very superior pas- 
tors. There have been few 
churches 


In this state that can boast of such a 
high standard and character of Its pas- 
tors. Your pastor emeritus, Dr. Greene, 
\yas a close associate of mine during 
our early years in Lowell 
and 
our 


friendship still continues. While in 
Lowell during the twenty years of my 
pastorate here, there hardly was a 
Tuesday forenoon passed when one of 
us was not found In the other's study, 
talking over various subjects, princi- 
pally of a religious nature. We were 
as much unlike as two men could be, 
so that by our divergencies we gnt 
along together as well as one oould 
desire. 


"The most brilliant man that Low- 


ell ever had was Dr. Eben Foaw, ^,ie 
of the earlier nastors of this rnuren, 
He was fascinating and yet with it all 
he was modest and bashful, so much so 
that one would wonder at It 
He 


suffered from dyspepsia during his lat- 
er years but he died a happy, peaceful 
death. 


"Dr. Owen Street, another of the 


clergymen of my early career here, 
was a gentleman above all else and a 
icholarly person. He loved to study 
nature and many times argued why the 
people of his church and other church- 
es did not devote more of their spare 
time In the disclosures which nature 
could provide. 


"These were the men who wars as- 


sociated with Dr. Greene and mynt-It 
Dr. Greene was really the founder of 
Smith college and of 
Rogers 
Hall 


school. Education was his 
princlual 


hobby outside of his church work 
He 


was . the most instructive preacher I 
ever knew. 
His Influence ir educa- 


tional lines was the greatest nf 
any 


man in the city In his active days 


"The Congregational churches, espe- 


cially the First and.the 
Eliot, were 


known for conservative methods 
We 


didn t resort to any extra services in 
our days, and the results which we 
showed were far 
above 
the 
other 


churches. Dr. Greene ,waj a safe ad- 
viser and the point with him always 
^vas, -What will be fair? 
\Vlmt will be 


right? 
He was a sincere, truly per- 


sonal friend of every one of the con- 
gregation. 


"The philosophy of Dr. Greene's 


success was his every thought for his 
congregation. In thie he made friends 
of all, friends 
who are and were 


friends. His method was his own and 
It was the best method I know of. We 
have been 
friends, 
fast and good 


friends. If I dip first 1 want him at 
the head of my casket. If he dies flrpt 
I have promised to be at the head of 
his casket. 


"I would like to say right here a few 


words about, the church and its work. 
The man who gets the most out of the 
church is the one who puts the most 
Into it 
If he gives the proper time 


to his church, he will be 
rewarded 


with a happy and useful life 


"My wish, in closing, is 
that 
the 


Kllot church will live until the end of 
time and continue to send souls tu 
glory."

PLAGUE 
IN 
MASSACHUSETTS 


11 appears from the report of the commission appointed lust year to 


investigate the extent of the white plague in this commonwealth that there 
are -within the slate 35,000 cases, or that one per cent, of our entire popu- 
lation is affected with the disease. This is a most serious state of nffnivs;, 
if it be true. It is difficult to believe that one out of every one hundred 
people is suffering from some stage of the disease. 


The coRimii-sion sounds a note of warning to the people of the state 


and especially to the authorities of stales and (owns, pointing out the need 
of more hospital accommodations and more sanitariums for the treatment 
of tuberculosis cases and for the promotion of preventive measures, which 


i'l-c as yet but imperfectly understood by a large proportion of the people. 


The commission finds that, the state offers accommodation only for 


MOOO patients, thus leaving the other 35,000 to be treated in their homes at 


I heir own expense if not provided for by the cities in which they reside. 


The time has arrived when every city will be required to provide tho 


means of treating such cases in a proper manner in order if possible to 


effect euros. It will be necessary also for each city to devote special 
attention to preventive work in fighting this disease. 


Something, of course, has been done in the lino of prevention in Lowell, 


but H great deal remains to be done. Having no hospital for consumptives, 
it might be nsnumed that we should exercise greater vigilance in preventing 
the spread of the disease throughout the community. 


This must be the function of tho board of health aided, as it will-bo, 


by societies interested in charitable nnd humane work. It will bo necessary 
io adopt every possible precaution ugnirml. (kia disease whether of a 
BfinUary, hygienic or incdionl character, in order an fur as possible to check 
its ravages.

They are 
all to be built in Canada, and,as there 
are no yards at present in the Domin- 
ion capable of doing the work) negotia- 
tions are in progress with several firms 
of British shipbuilders for the estab- 
lishment of such yards. There is keen 
competition between six British firms, 
as the contract for all the vessels will 
be placed with one firm and it means 
the establishment of that firm in. Can- 
ada, where the demand for both war 
and commercial shipping is bound to 
grow. 


The-Canadian government will; aid 


in the establishment of the new ship- 
building industry in two ways. It is 
prepared 
to allow 
the British firm 


which gets the contract for the con- 
struction of these first ten vessels a 
considerably higher price than is paid 
In British yards. It will also subsidize 
the plant and dock under a statute 
providing aid for dry docks.

The arrest of Alexander McDonald, 


who came to this city in company with 
rlyman Wiener, brought 'he climax to 
the mystery surrounding the Identity 
of Wiener's body. McDonald had main- 
tained from the first time he viewed 
the body In the morgue that It was 
Wiener's, but the fact 
that Wiener's 


father, who .came here Thursday from 
Roxbury nnd positively ,dcntified the 
tody as that of his son nnd also that 
an uncle stated without reserve that 
the body was of that of Ms nephew, 
parted the police on a hunt for Mc- 
Donald, and ho was arrepted later in 
thft day and held without bail "as an 
accessory."
